known. Prom the fact that the set was not transferred with the 
bomber units previously stationed at the field, it may be in- 
ferred that it is a radar set employed for flight traffic con- 
trol purposes at the PIIiG-V airfield or a set used for the con- 
trol of fighter aircraft within the framework of the air de- 
fense system.
